If, as it is alleged, the peo 
ple of the United Staves pay a greater amount of taxes in 
proportion to population than the sabjects of a monarchy, 
it will only show more plainly what we think sufficiently 
clear at present, that there is room for reform even in this 
1nd of liberty; but we guess that the mass of the people 
here do not estimate the value of republican institutions by 
calculations of dollars and cents, and that, therefore, the to- 


ry papers need not pretend that they smell monarchy in Mr. 
Livingston's cireular. But if, on the contrary, it should 
prove that a republican government is cheaper than a mo- 
narchical one, though that will be no evidence that the peo- 
ple of this country are not, even now, taxed more than is 
necessary, it will afford an encouraging argument for the 
advocates of republicanism in Europe. The folowing is 
from the Maine papers :

Sir,—In compliance with the request of the Hon. Edward Li 
vingston, Secretary of State of the United States, { transmit to you 
the accompanying Circular, for the purpose of obtaining your an 
swers to the several questions therein particularly stated. The im- 
portance of the desired information, and the object of the Secretar: 
in requesting it, will fully appear by the following extracts from a 
letter from him directed te me. 

Sir—A controversy has arisenof some interest to the reputation 
of our country, and which mav affect that of representative govern 
ments every where. It is asserted that citizens of the United States 
pay a greater amount of taxes, in proportion to their population, 
than the subjects of France,from which the conclusion is drawn tha: 
the republican form of government is more expensive than the mo- 
varchical. I have been requested to collect facts that may elucidate 
this question. To doit, the necessary information must be procured 
from each State, and each town and county init, 

This will certainly be attended with some trouble, but I have 
thought that reliance might be placed on your exertions to effect it 
for your State, even if it should answer no other end than that of 
determining the truth or falsehood of the position, but much more 
important benefits will result from it. 

First, as to your own State, it will give vou a mass of fiscal statis- 
tics, the collection of which cannot but be highly useful to your 
Legislature, enabling them to compare the different modes of ap- 
portioning the public burdens in the towns, counties, and cities of 
the state, and thus correcting abuses, selecting the best mode of lay- 
ing the local and general charges, so as to produce economv in the 
expenditures and equality in the burdens of the citizens. This in- 
formation, collected in a tabular form, has not, it is believed, been. 
in any state, yet submitted to the Legislature or the public. 

Secondly, in relation to the Union, when the information has been 
received from the several states, which it 1s the object of this inqui 
ry to get from each, tables of the returus will be sent to every state, 
thus affording to all a condensed view of the burdens borne by the 
citizens of the states respectively, and enable them to profit bv the 
good and avoid the evil ia the respective modes of laying and col- 
lecting taxes and other public contributions. For the purpose of 
obtaining the desired information from the cities, towns, and other 
local divisions, I enclose printed queries, which I beg the favor of

Mr. Editor—I ebserve, by an order from the Treasury, that rail- 
road iron is free from duty.

latter will find anechoin ever: British heart, and if need be, will 
command succor from every British arm. 

The hill to abolish the panishment of death for forgery was passed 
in the House of Commons onthe 3ist July. 

The Russian Dutch Loan was read a third time in the House of 
Lords on the Ist, and passed. 

In the House of Commons on the same dav, the King’s answer to 
the address on the resignation of the Specker was taken up in Com 
mittee. Lord Althorp, after p:ving a kivh tribute to the character 
and long services of the hon. Manners Sutton, referred to the pre- 
cedent for making a provision for him in retiremeot. He proposed 
a grant of 4010 nounds » vear during life, subject to a redaction of 
one half if an office under the Crown of equal value was accepted. 
The resolution was agreed to, with a protest by Mr. Hume against 
its hecoming a precedent

FRANCE. 

Ist 
it is stated that the three days did not' pass off wholly without in- 
terruption of the peace : come voung men having been attacked o3 
the Point d’Arcole, for singing the Marselloise hymn, by the Ser- 
gens de Ville. Some were said to have been killed ; but it was 
supposed no judicial investigation would t»ke place. 

“ Geoffroy,the young painter who was condemned to death by 
one of the military court martials in June, and who made so euc- 
cessful an appeal to the Cour de Cassation, was tried on the 3)st 
August in the regular way at the assizer. He was found guilty on 
a minor count only, and the court sentenced him to ten years’ hard 
labour in one of the bagnois. The jury expressed their‘astonish 
ment at the nature of the sentence, and declared that they had re- 
turned the verdict under the full impression that a political offence 
was not punishable in the same wav as highway robbery. 

Our accounts from Rhenish Germany continue to hold ov! a pros 
pect that a general attempt to resist the resolutions of the Diet will 
be made. The last letters from Manherm states that great fermen- 
tation prevailed there. Meetings had been held, and associationa 
formed, for the patriotic pnrpose ef delivering the country from the 
humiliating yoke which it intended to impose on it.”

WARIN TEXAS 

The Natchitoches Frontier Reporter, of the 11th of Augnst, men- 
tions the receipt of a letter writren on the evening of the 9h, by a 
gentleman residing on the Sabine Road, who sys that news had 
reached him from Tex 1s, at the moment of writing, that the Mexican 
and American settlers had had an engagement, an’ that Col. Peidras 
waa taken, with his men. who fled with him twenty miles west of 
Nacogdoches. The celonel held out tothe last, and did not surren- 
der until his senior captain presented a pistol te his breast, and de- 
manded hie sword ; the captain at the same time accusing him of 
stubbornness and a determination to have his troops sacrificed ; they 
accordingly surrendered, and returned ta Nacogdoches. The lose 
ofthe Americans, three killed and one wounded; that of the M. xi- 
cans, thirty killed and one hundred wounded —Col. Peidras certainly 
behaved with determination, but this aight have been expected ; he 
isa good soldier, and a man with whom those who have had the 
pleasure of his acquaintance have been pleased. He wis opposed 
to St Anna faction, so faras we can learn. and determined 10 obey 
his superior efficers in the government, be their orders right or 
wrong.

Gentiemen :— Ae the sabject an which I om called upon to de 
cide. has excited great sensibility, | mast solicit the indulgence of 
the Senate whilst [briefly state the reasons which influence my 
judgment. 

Permit me to observe, that the question to be decided does not 
depend simply upon the right to est>blish, under any modification. a 
bork, bot upon their power to establish a national bank. as contem- 
plated by this bill. In other words, can they create a body politic 
and corporate. not constituting a part of the Government, nor other 
wise re-ponsible to it, but by foreiture of character, aw | bestow on 
ity members privileges, immunities, and exemptions, net receg 
nized by the laws of the States nor enjoyed by the citizens gene 
rally ? 

It cannot be donbted that Congress may pass all necessary and 
proper laws forcarrving in'o execution the powers speeially granted 
to the Government or to any department or efficerthereof; but, in 
doing so, the means must be suited a d subordinate tothe end. The 
power te create a corporation is cot expressly granted; it isahigh 
attribute of sovereignty, and in its nature net accessorial or deriva 
tive by implicati pn but primary and i dependent. 

I eannot believe that this interpretation of the constitotion will, 
in any degree. defeat the purposes for which it was formed; on the 
contrary, it does appear to me that the onnosite exposition has an in 
evitable tendency to conselidstion, and affords just and serious cause 
of alarm 

Tn the course of a long life, I have found that Government is not 
to be strengthened by on assump'ion ef doubtful powers; but by 
a wiseand verge ic execution of those which are incontestible; the 
former never fails to produce suspicion and distrust, while the let 
ter inepires esnect and confidence. 

I), however, after a fair experiment, the powers vested in the Go 
vernment shall be found incompetent to the attainment of the objects 
for which it was instituted, the constitution happily for es the 
means for remedying the evi! by amendment, and Lhave no doubt 
that, in such event, on an appes! tothe patriotism and good sense 
the community, it wil! be wisely applied. 

I will net trespass uvon the patience of the Senate anv longer 
than to eay, from the beet examination I have been able to give the 
suljee, I amconstrained. by asense of duty, to decide in the affir-

Taking of St. Jean d’ 4ere —After a protracted seige of six 
months, the Egyptian army, under the command of Ibrahim Pacha, 
succeeded in taking the fortreas of St. Jean d’ Acre, on the 27:h 
Mav. The following are the chief partienlars :— 

On the 19th May, the bombardment recommenced; onthe 27th, 
four breaches were made. Thrahim ordered his troops to storm the 
place : three timesthe: were repulsed with loss; he placed himself 
at the head of his columns, and excouraged them by his example 
The Egyptians at length made themselves masters of the walls 
Ibrahim is said to have behaved with great personal bravery. Ab 
dallah sprunga mine, by which he assailants suffered great loss.

The servants of religion in- 
terceded with Ibrahim in favour of the heroic defender of St, Jean 
d’ Acre.

Rio Janeiro, July 28.—Yesterday, being the second anniversary 
of the glorious Revolution which delivered France from a stupid and 
oppressive government, the French naval division at anchor in this 
port, manifested every demonstra'ion of joy usual on such occasions, 
At 12 0’clock a royal ealute was fired, which was answered with an 
equal number by the Brazilian frigate Imgeratrix, at anchor in the 
bay, and by hoisting the tri-colored flag at the head of the main mast. 
On the day previous, the brig of war L’Alert, Comm’t Salvy, had 
— from Sastos, having on board the French Consul at this 
place.

The 
human f ame can sustain but 9 certain degree of exertion : after that, 
lassitude, weakness and ineffiency, evceced. This is equally the 
case, whrther the labor extends through twelve or is confined to ten 
hours. It isnearly if not quite as difficn!t, fora horse to travel forty 
miles a day, each day in the year, if allowed eighteen as twelve 
hours; and in the same wav, **day in and day out,” the laborer 
would find it required as much exertion to perform a reasonable 
task in twelve as inten hours. 

Many of our laborers now leave their work at nirht, after a day of 
excessive tabor, with frames overworn and prostrated by extreme 
and protracted labor, and recommence it on the succeeding morr 
ing with all the lassitude and weakness of fatigue. I[t is utter” 
impossible that men thus driven, like ahnsed hacks, can perform az 
wach labor, or do it as well, as those wh» work without violating na. 
ture, without inducing weakness by imprudence, aud indolence b 
weakness.—WMechanic’s Free Press.

Tne Doctrine oF * Precevents.”—Onejof the strong- 
est arguments of the United States Bank advocates is the 
 preceden's” which have been set by former Congresses 
and Presidents in chartering Banks, which precedents they 
contend President Jackson has no right to disregard; or if 
they do not actually say he has no right to disregard: them, 
they do say that he has been guilty of great presumption in 
disregarding them.

«© When gentlemen attemot te carry this measnre upon the ground 
of acqmescence, or precedent, de thev forget that they are not in 
Westminster Hall? In courts of justice, the utility of uniform de- 
ersions exacts of the judge a conformity to the adjudication of his 
predecessor. In the interpretation and administration of a law 
this’ practice is wise and proper: and w'thont it, every thing de 
pending upon ‘he caprice of a jndze, we should have no seenrity for 
our deauest rights. It is far otherwise when applied to the source of 
lewislation. Here, NO RULE FXISTS RUT THE CONSTITU- 
TION; and to legislate upon the ground merely that our predecer 
aors thought themselves authorized, under similar erreumstances, to 
legislate. is to sanction error and perpetuate usurpation. 

* This doctrine of precedents, applied to the legislature, appears 
to me to be fraught with the most mischievous consequences The

However high!v T estimate the rhubarb for culinary purposes, it 
hasa value far above all price in another respect, tome. I have 
found the tarts and the conserve made of it a snvereign remedy for 
cholera infantum, or sue mer complaint in children. My little daugh- 
ter passed a summer of her second vear in that ofllicting disease. barely 
having life left at the oanproach of winter. During winter she re- 
covered a little strength, bur we were obliged to denv her all fruits 
With the commencement of warm weather in the 
next vear her complaint returred w th redoubled violenee and in vet- 
ersev. sothet onthe Sh of July all hope of saving her had heen abin- 
doned. Walking in my garden on the morning of that dav, after 
having jut cenied her some fruit which the other children were al 
lowed to eat freely, and feeling much prin on account of the appa 
rent cruelty which it was my duty to exercise in denying her the 
fruit, it oceurred tome that I would have « tart made of the rhubarb 
for her. (Our supply had been so smal! that we had used it in the 
family previousiv.) Limmediately cut some lesves and caused the 
tart tobe made. She ate a emall piece ot 12 o'clock, another 
at 2, and at 30’clock an evident change was perceptible in her stools, 
of which she had previously had from eix tot vivaday. After3 
o'clock she had ne stool till next morning, when it was natural—the 
first natura/ one she hadhad formany months. trom that time to 
thie, she has been free from -omplaint; or rather, whenever it hae 
occurred, a single piece of the tart or a spoon full of the conserve, 
has been sufficient to arrest it. We have since veed it wth all our 
children, and given it toonr neighbors, without asingle failure. All 
children are fond of it. We give the conserve to them or a piece of 
bread or in anv other vay. [have used it myself in similar com 
plaints with snceess—it is a verv gratefo! relish in such cases. Im 
mediately on the discovery of this valuable property in the rhubarb, 
f sat about making provisions fora full supply of plants for my fami- 
ly, and hone never again to be without it. IT have also made such 
arrangements as will enable me to supply roote to those who may 
want them, next fall. Thev can be sent to anv distance with facility.

NATURAL HISTORY. 

During the late winds, a hive of bees belonging to Thomas Little, 
of Dalbathy, was blown over by the violence of the winds, and, after 
rolling down a steep bank, stuck fast betwixt two large stone, hot- 
tom upwards, exposed to rain, wind, &c. In most cases the bees 
would instantly have betaken themselves to flight ; not so, however, 
in the present instance, as they were found in this situation a few 
days ago by the owner, after having worked over the mouth of the 
hive a most complete covering of the ordinary shape, which, upon 
examination, proved to be composed of bent or dried grass, strongly 
cemented with wax. A remarkable instance of the perseverance and 
indusiry of these wonderful little animals.— Edinburgh Courier. 


There is now in flower at Mr. Caldwell’s nursery, Koutsford, that 
maagnificent plantthe Yucea Gloriosa, which so seldom flowers. It 
is upwards of eight feet high; the flower stem alone measuring five 
feet, with more than eight hundred flowers upon it. 

Mr. Stephenson, of Hall, has now at his shop, a splendid bonquet 
of flowers, measuring in breadth five feet two inches, and in height 
eight ‘eet four inches. It is one of the largest and most beautiful 
ever made. 

The gardener at Kilkecnnell diseovered in spring two birds in a 
email rookery of twenty nests, which look more like magpies than 
common crowe. The parent birds were completely black, as Mr. 
Paterson had an opportunity ofascertaining, and might have said, in 
the words ofthe proverb, their crows were, undoubtedly, the whi- 
test. The pie-bald bipeds are now quite tame, inhabit a pheasantry, 
and come readily when called on to feed. They appear to be male 
and female, and bid fair to prove the progenitors of a new race of 
crows, although Captain Hall describes the ronk as the most unvary- 
ing bird in the world, being the same in the Lov Choo Islands that 
it is at the Pole.—Elgin Courver. 

The popular creed current amon gardeners and farmers, and of- 
ten met with in conversation a¢ well as in books, is that the east 
wind, foggy weather, and other states of the air, produce what 1s 
called blight, which means any thing that injures Vegetation, but is 

articularly applied to destructive insects and the parasite funguses. 

Row, it has been proved by observation and experiment, that all in- 
sects are regularly hatched from the egg* of parent insects, which 
are glued to plants or their roots the previous season, (as was shown 
by specimens.) and cannot be spread about or increased by winds or 
fogs. it would be as correct to say thata flock of geese was produ- 
ced and set about by blighting weather. The funguses called smut 
and rust oncorn, are in the same way produced from the seeds of 
former smut and rust, which being light, are spread about by the 
winds, but can no more be produced by it thancornitself. It is high- 
ly important that the true cause of these evils should be known, in 
order that remedies for them may be devised, rather than passively 
comping ibe weather, which cannot be controlled, if it were, as it 
cannot be, the cause of such blights. 


A varvely of wheat, which does not seem hable to the attack of 
the wheat fly, has been accidentally found. It is most prolific, and 
grows a foot taller than the common wheat. It is awned, and some- 
what like the Egyptian, but of a clearer colour, without the protu- 
berance ofthe latter. If once a supply of this variety of seed be 
found the fly will be starved. Of a pateh standing in the middie of 
a field, where every ear of the common wheat was hurt, and where 
the fies.were numerous not an ear was touched, although other 
bearded variaties suffered.— High/and 's Transactions. :

In Fahrenheit’s th rmometer the range between 
the freezing and boiling points is divided into 180 degrees—the for- 
mer being marked 32° and the latter 2129, zero or 0° being placed 32 
degrees helaw the freeang point 

’ thermometer livide : the space between the freezing 
and boiliig points of water into 81°, and places the zerv (6° atthe 
freez ng 

Celsius’s thermometer divides the range between the boiling and 
freezing points of water in 100°, and on this account is the most 
convenient and intelligible. 

T: reduce the degree indicated by Fahrenheit, to corresponding 
decrees on “eaumer’s thermometer, subtract 32 from the degree 
given, moltiply the remainder by 4 and divide the sum by 9g 

To reduce Reaumer to Farenheit, multiply the degre» given by 
9, divide the sum by 4 and add 32. 

‘T'o reduce the Centigrade to Farenheit, multiply the degree giv- 
en by 9,—divide the sum by 5 and add 32. 

To reduce Farenheit to Centigr de, subtract 32 from the degree 
given, multiply the remainder by 5 and divide the sum by 9.—

Pursuant to adjournment, the New England Association of Firm 
ers, Mechanics, and other Working Men, convened in the Represen. 
tatives Hall of the State House in Boston, this morning at 9 o’clock. 
The Association was opene with prayer bythe Rev. Mr Taylor.— 

4 fter an examination of the credentia!s presented bv the Delegates. 
Mr. Charles Douglass, of New London, was re-elected Pres dent 
without opposition. Messrs. John W. James of Boston, and N P 
Tillinghast of Troy, Vice Presidente; and Messrs. Geo, W. Light 
and Thomas Dovle, re-elected Secretaries. Afte: some discussion, 
acommittee of five was appointed to report on the business proper 
for the immediate action of this Convention, with instructi ns to re 

portin the afternoon. A committee of seven was also anpointed to 
report onthe Constitution. After the consideration of some minor 
subjects the Convention adjourned to 3 o'clock, P.M. 

AFTERNOON. 

Met according to adjournment. The President delivered a short 
but eloquent address before the Convention : after which the repo t 
of the committee on * {mmediate Business” was read and accepted. 
This report consisted in the recommendation of the followiog sub 
jects, 28 requiting the more immediate consideration of this Asso- 
ciation. - 

Ist. The organization of the Working Men in everv town and 
‘county of New Engtand, and the institution of a Central Committee 
in each State, to act during the recess of the Convention, on all 
subjects requiring the action of the Working Men in their reepect- 
ive states. 

2d. In addition to the town organizations recommended to be es- 
tablished for general purposes, the committee also recommend that 
the Convention suggest some cheap and simple plan for the institu. 
tion of Lyceums, or Institutes in every Convenient location in New 
England. 

3d. A reform inthe present Militia System, so as to make it less 
burdensome for the laboring classes. 

4th. The expediency of a National Convention, to meet in same 
— part of the Union, representing the Working Men of the U. 

states. 

Sth. The consideration of the ** Ten Hour Syetem”—and whether 
it isexpedient for the Convention to make its adoption bv their asso- 
ciates. indispensable, or to leave it to the discretion of the various 
Associations in New England. 

&th. The effect of Rankine InstTiTUTIONS, and other monopolies, on 
the laberiog classes generally. 

7th. The improvement of the present svstem of E Ineation amang 
the neople—with special reference to the internal economy of fac 
tories. 

8th. The exnedieney of recommending the Abolition of Impri- 
sonment for Deht,—aod the adontion of » National Bankrupt Law 

° : ° | 
9th. The extension of the Right of Suffrage in those States where | 
the people are now demed its essential privileges. 

th. The exnedieney ofa Liew Law which sholl protect the pro- 
nerty of the actual laborers as well as their employers, the master 
workmen. 

These probably constitute the principle topics on which the Con- 
vention will act. Union and harmony characterize this body, and 
they certainly bid fair to attain the great objects at which ‘hev aim.

There is a curiosity now in port, on board the brig Georgiana, ly- 
| ing ncar Chesnut street wharf, wh ch is well worthy the attention 
lof patriots and antiquarians. It is an arm chair, which is said to 
have belonged to Christovallo Colon, valgarly called Christopher 
Columbus. It is confidently alleged by the present owner—who 
obtained it in a very singular manner—to have been possessed by 
the great Discoverer. The chair bears the most conclusive evi 
\dences of antiquity. lt is curiously fashioned; the bottom and 
back are of the most venerable looking leather, fantastically tattoo 
ed into circles and sprigs, and divers flowery devices. The wood- 
work also, is antique and odd ; and the whole appearance of the ar- 
ticle bespeaks its transmission from other ages. Some clouds of 
mysterv, howbeit, hing over the chair, which have not as vet been 
completely dissipated. But we have reposed on its capacious and 
Juxurious seat, reflecting, in the mean time on the fact, that the re- 
nowned servant of Ferdinand and Isabe'la hyd, perkaps, rested 
there, and indulged in golden dreams of the New World, in days of 
yore. Wonow remember a feeling of adventure and ex>loration 
which came over us for the time being; though bow or where it was 
communicated, we cannot satisfactorily imagine. At any rate,if 
the chair is authentic, and its longevity, and the use of its vouth 
have not been overrated, it is as gr-atan object of wonder as the 
house ef Shakspeare at Avon, or the tears cried by Niobe, which an 
old Italian monk displays to the modera virtuoso, preserved in a vi- 
al of white wine.
